How Cholera Spreads. 


At, a meeting of the Society of Medical 


Jurisprudence, in New York City on 
Thursday last, Dr. Vauderpoel gave a lec- 
ture on "Cholera." Dr. Vanderpoel said 
that sixty years ago tbe disease now called 
cholera was not known either iu America 
or Europe. 
Much in the origin and 


syrcaJ of epidemic disease still remains a 
mystery. When cholera appeared i'n 1831 
the first thing discovered was that the 
disease spread no faster than man oonld 
travel. This was the first fact establish- 
ed, 1 he actual place of origin has not 
been learned but it has been traced to In- 
dia, where it has existed for centuries. 
There and elsewhere tho disease develops 
its worst phases where there ore the larg- 
est aggregations of individuals with the 
accompanying habits of nncleanlinesa. 
To whatever portion of the world the dis- 
ease extends it spreads no faster than it 
is carried by individuals. It is not car- 
ried by the winds. Cholera is a ppeeiSe 
disease, All tho evidences point to the 
existence of a fpeoifio germ, and science 
has demonstrated ita existence. An in- 
spection of the Inggage of all passengers 
coming to this country should b6 at once 
instituted by this government, The in- 
spection should be made upon embarka- 
tion as well as upon arrival. All soiled 
clothing should be cleansed, end the germ 
of the disease thus destroyed, If we wait 
until its arrival to our shores it will be too 
late, The time has coma when immedi- 
ate action must be taken. It need not 
necessarily occur that cholera visits our 
shores this year. But all measures to 
place our city in o proper sanitary condi- 
tion should be undertaken. 
Dr. Ray- 


mond, president of the Brooklyn board of 
health, said that those engaged in sani- 
tary science were looking forward to the 
coming summer with great anxiety, The 
people had had a warning and a year to 
prepare for the coming pestilence. In 
every city in the caiintry precautions 
should be taken,

All kinds of schemes and tricks are re- 


sorted to by unprincipled persons to ob- 
tain unfair advantages over their neigh- 
bors. The latest and most dishonest ol 
these that haa corns to our notice is one 
by which certain manufacturers of baking 
powder have sought to prejudice consum- 
ers against the nse of other brands that 
have an established reputation as the 
beet and purest in the market, for the 
purpose o£ introducing their own. Their 
method, we are informed, is to heat a can 
ot baking powder ot a well-known brand 
over a lamp or stove, when, it there ia^ a 
gas given oil'having the odor of ammomn, 
the powder is condemned as being made 
of ammonia and ULfit for use, Tho prej- 
udices of the unsuspecting are thus exci- 
ted against the baking powder submitted 
to the so called test, and the grocer who 
has a quantity of it on hand sutlers a eo- 
rions loss in consequence. 


IE the intelligent consumer will stop a 


moment to think, she will readily perceive 
that this "test,'' if successful, proves noth- 
ing but the superiority ol the baking 
powder tested. The aim of all baking 
powder makers is to produce an article 
that shall most readily, under use, give off 
its leavening gas. The powder that does 
this with a moderate heat, at the same 
time evolving the largest quantity, is sci- 
entifically the beet. 


There is probably not an article pre- 


pared for food that cannot be manipula- 
ted to prove that something is wrong 
about it; and when a person goes into a 
kitchen or before a housekeeper who is 
not to be presumed to understand chemi- 
cal relations, and performs an experiment 
of even the simplest character, it is not 
difficult to impress one that something 
awful is the matter. As to baking pow- 
ders, we oonld suggest a dozen tests that 
would be as ridiculous in giving a fair 
idea of their relative marits to an unin- 
structed mind as the one here mentioned. 


The true domestic value of a baking 


powder consists in its purity, wholesome- 
ness and leavening power. It is ot.ly the 
chemist, with his chemical appliances, 
who can determine these qualities, scien- 
tifically and exactly. Aside from this, 
the bestteet for abating powder is to try 
it in making bread, and see which makes 
the most and the best. To this practical 
tent all the pstabliuhed brands have been 
pnt, and housekeepers have very gene- 
rally mode up Ihfir minds which they 
prefer, and the triclibters will find ulti- 
mately that a brand that tini been a 
household favorite for years will not bo 
displaced by reason of any tricks which 
they may show.

Thd 
holder, who was clearly not the rightful 
owner, had assaulted and ejected hi^ 
brother, and was protesting his righj 
to defend his claim. The examiners 
listened very patiently to him until hq 
olosed with the words, 'Even a cui 
may bark at his own. gate,1 when a 
Jndgo quaintly voiced the universal 
judgment, as if stating an abatracl 
point o! law, 'A dog that has no gata 
rntes at his own risk.'

bad you will not fee held responsible1 
for it."

But I must bo 
off," looking at his watch and at the 
reporter reproachfully, "I am late now. 
Good day.1'

The inquest on the body o£ the baby 


found in a box in Mrs. Kate Duffy's room 
on Merchant street, was held yesterday 
afternoon at the office of Coroner Perl. 
The jurymen were: John W. Hartley, 
E. W. Anderson, Florence McCarthy, 
Chan. H. Eepley, A. H. Locke, T. Wykle, 
A. 0. Stevens, William Wickham, J, O, 
Stevens. H. A Aldridge, W. A. Combe 
and Z. W. Harris. After bearing the tes- 
timony the jury rendered the following 
verdict: 


We, the jurors, sworn to inquire ol the 


death of en, infant child, on oath do find 
that it came to its death through neglect 
on the part of its mother or some cause 
unknown to us. We are convinced from 
the evidence that Kate Duffy is the 
mother of the said child, and that she 
be held to await the action of the grand 
jury. 


Subsequently on a warrant issued by 


the coroner, Mrs. Duffy was placed un- 
der arrest, and taken to the county jail 
by Captain Hewes. The accused no 
doubt expected to be held, and went 
quietly with the officer. She was more 
concerned about her little -seven-year- 
old daughter. It was arranged that she 
should remain in charge of Mrs. Blair for 
the present. Court will meet May 11th, 
when the grand jury may fail to find a 
bill against Mrs. Duffy, and she will in 
such caste be discharged. 


The witnesses examined at the inquest 


were Charles Ward, Anns, Norman, Mrs, 
M, J. Kettleman, Mrs. Harry Jones, Mrs. 
Ed. Blair, Mrs. Mary Butler, and Emma 
Victor. Most of the parties knew that 
Mrs Duffy was strangely ill while she re- 
sided in the Bills block in the win- 
ter of 1883, and it appeared to the 
satisfaction of the jury that Mrs. Duffy 
may have given birth to ihe child, that 
she concealed the fact as well as she 
could, and further that she may have kill- 
ed the child,and placed it in the box to hide 
her disgrace. The authorities may have 
other testimony, which will be brought 
out before the grand jury. 


The reporter had a talk with Mrs, 


Duffy on the night of the discovery of the 
box in her room. He understood her to 
make the statement that her husband 
died ten years ago, and that her little 
daughter ^was 7 years of age. 
Mrs. 


Duffy now mokes the statement that she 
married her husband on May 26, 1876, 
and that he has not been dead quite 
seven years. 
We cheerfully make the 


correction. It is due Mrs. Duffy and her 
innocent little daughter. 


A New Enemy to the Wheat.

The resignation of United States 


Treasurer Wyman will necessitate 
the counting of all the cash that was 
in the Treasury at the time Mr. Jor- 
dan, who has been appointed his 
successor, took charge of the office. 
The task will be in charge of a com- 
mittee of three, representing the 
outgoing and incoming Treasurers 
and the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Each member of the committee will 
appoint a corps of assistants and 
clerks. 
The representatives of the 


outgoing Treasurer 
will open the 


Treasury vaults and turn over their 
contents to the counters represent- 
ing the Secretary and the incoming 
Treasurer. 
After this count the 


cash will be returned to the repre- 
sentatives of the retiring Treasurer 
and recounted back into the vaults. 
Every portion of the work will be 
carried on in the presence of the 
three members of the committee or 
their representatives. 
During the 


count of the contents of the vault it 
will continue in the custody of the 
committee, and neither the retiring 
Treasurer, Cashier or other official 
can interfere with its contents. Al- 
though the combination of the safo 
will not be divulged to the commit- 
tee, they will be responsible for the 
contents of the vault, will keep a 
constant watch, and will seal its doors 
during the night. 
The count will 


involve an actual inspection of every 
note and bond and of all the gold 
coin. The silver dollars will be 
weighed in bags or in some instances 
will be poured out upon the scales. 
The count will probably require 
three weeks.

The Council's Opportunity 


The new city administration will 


have a splendid opportunity to show 
its mettle when comiog into power, 
and upon its action in the very out- 
Bet will largely depend its standing 
before the people. All the liquor 
licenses expire with the municipal 
year, and the new council must de- 
termine -whether or not they will be 
renewed. The vote of the people at 
thn late election determined but one 
question, and that was that they did 
not desire the policy of prohibition 
to be adopted. But while this is 
true the people did not express a 
willingness or desire to have their 
servants in the council grant a 
license to everyone who might apply 
in the proper form, nor did they in- 
dicate to the mayor and aldermen 
their acquiescence in the policy of 
placing a saloon on every corner in 
the city. The people will not quietly 
submit if such a course be pursued, 
and if the majority in the council is 
wise it will act with much caution in 
the matter. Disreputable men who 
keep low dives should not be granted 
license, no matter where they may de- 
sire to locate.and men who have habit- 
ually violated the law in the way they 
have carried on their saloons should 
not have their licenses renewed. To 
preserve the respect of the people 
and to insure their support the coun- 
cil will have to plant itself upon the 
plain platform that the law must be 
observed, and that its violators must 
be punished. 
The council should 


give the people to understand, in the 
very outset, that it is not the mere 
creature of the rumsellers, and that 
it can refuse to grant the application 
of an improper person without any 
particular amount of fuss, that it can 
deny to everybody the privilege of 
establishing 
saloons in improper 


places, and that it can find time to 
de-vote to other interests. There has 
been a vast deal of nonsense display- 
ed on both sides of this question in 
the past ten years, and the people 
are hungry for a little display of in- 
dependence and common sense. 


THEHE has been a good deal of un- 


necessary surprise expressed at the 
recent defeat of Judge Cooley, of 
Michigan. 
Judge Cooley, though 


nominated by the Republicans for 
re-election to the office of chief jus- 
tice, was not in full accord with his 
party, having joined the ignoble .ar- 
my of mugwumps last year, and hav- 
ing shown his desire for "reform" 
by voting for Cleveland and Hen- 
ilricks,

Wisdom In Relation to This Universally

Potatoes are three-fourths 
water. 


The solid matter consists largely of 
starch, with a small quantity of albu- 
men and mineral matter held in solu- 
tion in the juice. Tho quantity of 
starch increases during autumn and re- 
mains stationary during the winter. 
The sprouts in potatoes should be re- 
moved as soon as they appear, since if 
they are allowed to grow they exhaust 
the starch and render the potatoes unfit 
for food. Potatoes should be kept in a 
dry, 
cool cellar. Potatoes belong to 


the same poisonous order as tobacco 
and nightshade, and contain an acid 
juice which is unpleasant to the taste 
and often renders them Indigestible. 
This lies in and near the rind of the po- 
tato, and is drawn out bv tho heat 
When tEo potatoes are baked it escapes 
In the stream if they are opened at 
once, and when they are boiled it is ab- 
sorbed by the water. Potatoes when 
first peeled are white, but turn brown 
on exposure to the air. For this rea- 
son they should be covered with cold 
water as soon as they are peeled. New 
potatoes arc watery, as the starch is 
not fully formed and they have a very 
thin skin, -which may bo rubbed or 
scraped off. 
Boiled potatoes should be 


served as soon as they aro soft, and 
should be served the moment the heat 
jurats all the starch grains—which 
oiay easily be determined by their soft 
icxture when pierced with a fork—else 
ihc starch will absorb water, and the 
Dotatoes become pasty and unwhole- 
lomo. To prepare the potatoes a la 
ncige select potatoes of a uniform size; 
fvash them and scrub them with a brush 
kept for the purpose; pare them, and 
put them immediately in cold water, 
rut them into Boiling salted waler, al- 
lowing one quart of water and one 
tcaspoonful of salt for six large pota- 
toes. Cook half an hour, or until soft, 
but not until broken: drain off every 
drop of water. When they are well 
drained and mealy beat them thor- 
oughly with n fork, add salt to taste, 
and serve at once piled lightly on a hot 
dish.—Boston Advertiser.

the mother tongue of at least 30,000,000, 
and German, in ono or other of its 
forms, was the language of from 33,- 
000,000 to 40,000,000 people. 
This 


state ol affaire is now completely re- 
versed, 
Between forty and nfty years 


ago the English language equaled tha 
German In the number of those who 
spoke It, and DOW the latter is left fat 
behind in tho race. German is spoken 
by 10,000,000 persons in Austria-Hun- 
garian empire, 46,000,000 tn the Ger 
man empire, 40,000 in Belgium, 2,000,. 
000 In Switzerland, and & the native 
tongue of some 2,000,000 in the United 
States and Canada. 
This gives a total 


of about 60,000,000 persons who may 
speak German. 


With French the case is much the, 


same, but the gain during the past 
century has been smaller than that of 
German. French is now spoken by 
the 38,000,000 people of Franco, by 
2,250,000 in Belgium, 200,000m Alsace- 
Lorraine, 600,000 in Switzerland, 1,500,- 
000 In Canada and the United States, 
600,000 In Hayti, and by 1,600,000 in 
Alo-iere, India, the West Indies, and 
Africa; in all about 45,000,000. 


English is now spoken by all but 


someliOO.OOO of the 37,000,000 persons 
in the British Islands, by 53,000,000 
out of the 66,000,000 inhabitants of the 
United States, by 4,000,000 persons in 
Canada, 9,000,000 in Australia, 1,700,- 
000 persons in the West Indies, and 
perhaps by 1,000,000 in India and the 
other British colonies. This brings up 
the total to 100,000,000, which can not 
be very far from the truth.— If. Y. Sun.
